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Longress Will yote on Bill 
Jo Revise US Census Form 


WASHINGTION -Abillthat wil prevent 
the US Census Bureau from lumping all 
Asians and Pacific Islanders (A/PD into a 
Single racial group in the 1990 census was 
approved by a congressional committee last 
Week and is expected to go before the full 
HouseofRepresentativesforavoteattheend 
of the month. 

The bureau angered several A/PI organi- 
Zations earlier this year when it announced 
that a check-off system， used in the 1980 
Census to allow respondents to choose from 
one of nine APIethnic categories, would be 
Iceplaced by a Single racial category for 
Asians. 

Bureau officials proposed the 1990 cen- 
Sus include a blank space for those who 
Wishedto write in their specific ethnic group， 

Opponents to the plan say such a move 
would provide an inaccurate count and take 
too long to tabulate. Many community agen- 
cies depend on an accurate count because 
they receive federal， state and local funds 
based on US Census Bureau population fig- 
Ures. 

The bill, sponsored by US Rep. Robert 


Matsui (D-Sacto)，was approved by the 
House Committee on Post Office and Civil 
ServiceongSept. 14.Themeasure wouldforce 
thebureauto use acheck-off system to count 
APIs and add two more ethnic groups to the 
nine listed in the 1980 census form . 

The bill before the House of Representa- 
tives has 40 bipartisan co-Sponsors.A similar 
Senate bill, sponsored by Sen. Spark Matsu- 
naga (D-Hawaii), is still awaiting committee 
approval:

Such a Speedy build-up of a legal system， 
not to mention the greatflux accompanying 
metamorphosis from a“command econ- 
omy”to a market or “demand economy”is 
bound to create what Lubman calls frustra- 
tons, growingpains and misunderstandings. 

He cited these examples: Local practice 
may not conform to provincial or central 
government policies, Or rulings may differ 
from province to province，Or Supply and 
costsmayfluctuate sothatfinancialplanning 
js unreliable. After contracts are negotiated 
(watch outforescalating workers” benefits1)， 
Signed, sealed and delivered， the US partner 
maybe operatingupontheestablished terms， 
only to find his Chinese counterpart Tegard- 
ing the contract as still negotiable and flex- 
ible. Moreover, Chinese officials may inter- 
vene to Seek to Tenegotiate. 

Lubman, in a reflective mood, remarked 
that as an attorney woOrking on joint venture 
business agreements he finds it difficult to 
operateunderthese circumstances. But, put- 
ting on his professorial hat he admitted that

Coe Capener, who has counseled forelgn 
investors from his farm's Beijing and Hong 
Kong law offices, reported that China is 
Iesponding to foreign investors”critiques 
and problems.

Capeners ITemarks were iuminating 
pointing out thatputting in place anew legal 
System also means that China has become 
conscious of its educational task to make its 
people aware of thenature of law,therole of 
lawyers and legal processes for Tesolving 
disputes. 

Based on Capener s comments, I cannot 
IeSlst Several perSonal Observations. Itis noOt 
Sinply the novelty ofalegal system,butalso 
theunderlying valuepatterns oftwodifferent 
cultures which makes for unevenness in 
accepting lawyers and legal procesSes， 

In the US we have a contractual Society 
Where lawyers serve 3S Social plumbers， 
(Knowing how well plumbers are paid, this 
descriptionisnotmeantto denigratethelegal 
profession, but merely to describe a role). 
China， which is 809 agrarian, is a SOCiety 
Where getting to know a person often takes 
precedence Over impersonal documents 
(contracts). 

American culture is also direcb frank and 
confrontational, especially in its Speech pat- 
terns where the word “TI isprevalent Litiga- 
tonilstheepitome ofconfrontation. Chinese 
culture, drawing from the Confucian ethic;,1ls 
more indirect and harmony-oriented . 


Perhaps this explains Capeners finding 
that Chinese are more prone to embrace the 
idea ofalawyeras acounselor or facilitator， 
rather than a litigator. Capener also reports 
that only 10% of litigants in Beijing court 
cases are Tepresented by ljawyers. His expla- 
nationis thatjudges are frequently jealous of 


lawyers and tend to rule more negatively 
against those. with legal representation. 
Could it be that a judge as arbitrator is more 
in keeping with an organic SOciety where the 
Village elder is respected, in contrast to 3 
contractual society where disputants are 
Tepresented by OpPosing attorneyS?7 


My analysis is in agreement with 
Lubman'*sTemark thatproblems in Interpret- 
ing the Chinese mentality toward law must 
be viewed in the context of the American 
businessperson?s lack of knowledge and 
information about China.“Most American 
clients don'?t Tead and don't do their home- 
work.” Moreover, Americans with cultural 
insensitivity in the global market place will 
not make for Successful business Telation- 
Ships. 

The mostuplifting presentation during the 
Symposium was given by Chi Ming Liu， 
business development manager at Hewlett 
Packard and president of China Hewlett 
Packard Co.,， Ltd. Liu noted that China's 
legal System is still vague and incomplete 
and that personal relationships, and mutual 
trustare more important. He added that shar- 
ing technology and organizational know- 
how with China would goalong was toward 
gaining domestic market development in 
China. 

Doubtless the problems which surfaced 
during the Symposium are transitory. Some 
day, when international trade and business 
investments in China is running smoothly， 
wemaylookbackandwonder “Whydidwe 
have all those silly and trivial concermns? 
Perhaps itwas that Symposium atBoalt Hall 
back in 1988 that helped clear the log-jam 
and paved the way.”

Moon Cakes and Decorafions 


When Moon Eestival tme comes around in China, the Shops are filled with lanterns of every shape and color which are 
bought to decorate the house for the worship of the full moon. 

The festival is also atime for giving parties with gifts of boxes with four moon cakes being the most popular item. Children 
Teceive littie goodies of toys and Sweets to add to the fun while Symbolic decorations are given to friends. The decorations 
match with the asPirations of the recipient For example, a Scholar may get the carp which swam up the Yellow River through 
the rapids to wish him success in his examinations while Some- 
one needing contentment would receive a red lobster (ha) which 
Symbolizes mairth. 

Moon cakes are round and shaped like giant pills and are 
available in incredible variety at this time. They are enclosed in a_ 
golden brown pastry which is 人 illed .with a vast assortment of 
goodies, although the most common are Sweet bean, lotus Seed 
andblack bean paste. Imbedded in the center of the more 
expDensive cakes are one Or more duck egg yolks which Symbolize 
the moon. 

Apopular legend about moon cakes takes place in 由 he Yuan 
dynasty. The Mongolians riled China at the time and the patriots 
plotted to overthrow them. Since communications were Subject to 
discovery by their Mongolian masters, the Chinese decided to 
Send their messages to each other by Insertng them in moon 
cakes whlich were freely exchanged during the festival. The call 
Was to remove the forelign rulers when the moon was ful. And 
indeed, the Mongolians were crushed in a popular revolt in the
